Provo airport improvement 
takes off right on schedule

PROVO — The rains came down, 
the snow came down, and the water 
rose — but the airport did not wash 
away. 

As a matter of fact, Jim Mathis, 
manager of Provo Municipal Air- 
port, was so confident that flood 
waters would not touch his airport 
he went ahead with planning some 
$900,000 worth of improvement 
projects despite the flood threat. 

His planning paid off, and with 
the help of the 10-foot dikes that 
surround the airport and protect 
the runways from Utah Lake 
water, the major projects began on 
time this week. 

“We are pouring concrete as fast 
as we can,” said project manager 
Alan Ellis. 

Ellis and his crew of concrete 
workers are pouring 3,800 yards of 
concrete to make landing pads 


strong enough to handle the weight 
of 90,000-pound aircraft. 


With the runway improvements, 
the airport will be able to handle 
large aircraft such as 727s, Mathis 
said. Before, if large craft had to 
land at Provo, they had to park on 
the asphalt, which would sink un- 
der the weight. 

“The FAA has so many specifica- 
tions and qualifications that we 
have to meet,” he said. 


Ellis and crew, who work for 
Quality Concrete of Springville, be- 
gan the project July 2 and plan to 
finish by the end of July. The pads 
will be ready for aircraft by Aug. 
15, Ellis said. 

The 12-inch-thick reinforced 
slabs have control joints that can 
move with the weight of the air- 
craft, he said. The slabs, being 
poured in several sections, must 
not vary ia height more than an 
eighth of an inch in 16 feet, Mathis 
said. 


“They are doing an exceptional 
job,” he said. The FAA people are 
pleased also. 


The $538,000 project is 90 percent 
funded by a government grant; the 
other 10 percent is split between 
the state and city. 


“We have really come a long 
way with the airport in the last few 
years,” said Provo Mayor Jim Fer- 
guson. “The city needs good trans- 
portation, and it was a step in the 
right direction to get a full-time 
manager with the experience that 
Jim (Mathis) has to take hold and 
do the job the right way.” 

The airport was previously un- 
der the direction of the Community 
Development Department. Two 
years ago Mathis became airport 
manager. 

“We have been working for the 
last two years to get everything to- 
gether,” Mathis said.
